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Independence Day Will Be 
Well Velebate This Year, 


Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion and Secret Order Men of 
Atlanta Are Both Arranging 
Patriotic Programmes 
for the Occasion.

Independence day will be better ob- 
served in Atlanta this year than ever 
before. The patriotic demonstration 
will far exceed anything that has ‘been 
attempted in the past and it will cause 
iInere comment. 

There will be two Fourth of July cele- 
brations in Atlanta this year. One will 
be given by Atlanta Chapter, Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, an or- 
ganization that has been celebrating the 
Fourth of duly for many years. The 
exercises of the ladies will be held in 
Cragie house, at Piedmont park, which 
is owned by the local members of the 
order, having been presented to them 
directly after the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition. 

These exercises will oonsist of the 
usual oration, the reading of the Declar- 
ation of Independence, ‘the singing of 
patriotic songs and the delivery of reci- 
tations, It is probable that the exer- 
cises of Atlanta chapter will be well 
attended, 

The other patriotic demenstration on 
Independence day will be made by the 
secret orders of Atlanta. A committee, 
of which J. W. Rice is chairman, has 
been arranging for this event for sevy- 
enal mCgGis. It promises to eclipse 
anything of the kind ever before at- 
tempted in the south. 

The secret order celebration will start 
at 10 o’clock in the morning, when all 
secret order men in Atlanta are expect- 
ed to assemble at the estate capitol. 
There the parade will form and, headed 
by bands of music, the secret order 
men will move through the principal 
streets of the city to Ponce de Leon, 
where the patriotic exercises will take 
place. Speeches will be delivered by 
Governor J. M. Terrell, City Attorney 
James L. Mayson, Rev. Jdéhn E. White, 
Royai Daniel and others. A chorus of 
1,000 voices will be heard in the national 
airs and some secret order man wiil be 
requested to read the Declaration of In- 
dependence, 

Barbecue for 6,000. 

After these exercises are over a bar- 
becue will be served. Preparations have 
been made to feed 6,000 persons and 
consequently there will be a sufficiency 
for everyone who visits Ponce de Leon:-on 
that day. 

Members of secret orders whose lodges 
have contributed to the fund for the 
celebration will not be required to pay 
anything for the barbecue, but others 
will be charged 20 cents for the dinner. 

After’ the barbecue has been served 

the visitors at Ponce de Leon will be al- 
lowed all afternoon in which to amuse 
themselves, Just at dusk a sham bat- 
tle will take place.

This will end the celebration, but from 
what has been stated it will be noticed

Why 
the chap who takes a bath in his field 
canvas tub every morning and never 
imiisses a daily shave should feel affront 
at this paragraph it is difficult to see. 

The following article is also a gem, 
‘and may be taken as a caution to the big 
foreign giants tg tread gingerly among 
‘the little soldiers: ‘‘Press correspondents 
‘should take care not te do anything 
harmful to the troops and never enter 
the office rooms of the headquarters.’”’ 
Probably it is the most unique set of 
instructions ever issued by a government 
to correspondents, and it contains such 
‘iron-clad restrictions that nothing is left 
‘to the news man except his dessicated

Jesus brought a clearer and more abid- 
ing faith in the future. Greek. philoso- 
phy came to the ald of Jewish religion, 
and by the time Jesus began to teach 
were two well defined parties among the 
Jews, whose chief doctrinal difference 
turned upon the resurrectf&on. The 
Pharisees, who made up the larger party, 
believed in the resurrection, while the 
Sadducees denied the resurrection and 
future rewards and punishments. 

Jesus has been called the “Specialist 
on Life,” and it is a matter of profound 
interest to His followers to know what 
He taught about it. 

We -have to thank the writer of the 
Fourth Gospel for any extensive report 
of the Master’s discourses on the “resur- 
rection” or “eternal life," for while what 
Matthew, Mark and Luke record is of 
great worth, it is very brief. They 
treated the resurrection as a matter of 
course. 

Mark records, in the /2th chapter, an

that “Jesus Christ brought life and ime 
morality to Nght in th egospels.”’ 

Moses and the millions who went with 
him from Egyptian bondage must have 
been familiar~with the belief in immor- 
tality, for Egypt was fult of symbols 
of it. The pyramids themselves were 
monuments to the belief. They con- 
tained the vaults in which were de- 
posited the embalmed bodies of the royal 
dead, and the bodies were embalmed in 
the belief that one day the spirits, would 
come back and claim them. Moses him- 
self had access to the royal libraries 
whose papyrus rolls were full of teaching 
about the life after death. But there is 
not a word in the Pentateuch to indi- 
cate that he accepted the belief. 

Moses dealt with nearly every depart- 
ment of life and conduct. He made dilet- 


cerning the bush, how God spake unto 


him, saying, I am the God of Abraham. 


and the God of Isaac und the God of 
Jacob. He is not:the God of the dead, 
but of the living.’”’ Concerning the con- 


'ditions fn the resurrection state, He said 
“They neither marry, nor are given in 


marriage; but are as the angels in 
heaven.” 
The Fourth Gospel gwes nearly as 


much prominence to the teaching about 
“eternal life’ as the first three give to 
the “kingdom of God.”’ 

What is eternal life? 

It is not mere duration. The feature 
of endlessness was incidental to the 
thought of Jesus, if, indeed, it- held. a 
Place in His thought at alk To Him 
the words stood for a quality.

But every reward and punish- 
ment stopped at the grave. If a concep- 
tion of heaven or hell ever entered his 
mind, he never wrote it down, 

The development of the doctrine, by the 
writers of the Old Testament after Moses, 
was slow and hesitating. The statement 
of Genesis 3:19, ‘for dust thou art and 
unto dust shalt thou return,’”’ held un- 
disputed sway for 3,000 years. Never 
tlil we reach the time in which lived 
the writers of Job and the Psalms do 
we find a word that can be construed 
as a declaration of belief in life after 
death, and even the writers of these 
books seem not to have held consistently 
to the belief. For every passage that 
teaches the doctrine, two can be found 
that @eny it. At one time we hear Job
